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A Tribute 


For this one week, the anniversary of Andover’s in- 
corporation in May, 1646, the TOWNSMAN has chosen to 
put aside criticism of local public affairs and pay tribute 
to the municipal employees and elected officials who 
wrestle daily with the task of continuing what a handful 


of English freeholders began here before the birth of the 
Republic. 

It is one moment in history, one day out of 365 for an 
expression of mass adulation. It is deserved. 

In terms of the times, the job of the public servant 
today may be no more complex than that which confronted 
the early settler who involved himself with the establish- 
ing of a civilization in the wilderness. But it is certain 
each job is more demanding. 

In 1966 Andover officials and employees are responsible 
for a municipal government that involves the operation of 
an ever-expanding network of public schools, highways 
and water and waste facilities. They are concerned with 
vast public safety and welfare programs and the formula- 
tion of policy on conservation, pollution abatement, edu- 
cation and wide areas of community development. 

It is a big responsibility and those who shoulder it earn 
a greater display of appreciation than they are ever likely 
to receive. 

We are not naive. We are aware, more than most, of the 
imperfections and inadequacies that blight democracy as 
it is practiced in Andover. But we are aware also of the 
high degree of honesty and devotion given this community 
by the overwhelming majority of those who serve her day 
to day. 

The quality of government we enjoy here attests to 
their strengths and overshadows their weaknesses. 


The Park 


Andover’s most colorful antiquarian and _ historian, 
Bessie P. Goldsmith, took the TOWNSMAN to task last 
week for recent references to ‘‘Whittier Park’’, a name 
given as an identification of that lovely stretch of open 
land across from Andover Junior High School. 

This spot of green, says Miss Goldsmith, does not and 
never has, in its municipal history, had a name. It is 
simply The Park. 

About a year ago the TOWNSMAN, in an effort to be 
explicit, queried a number of town employees and officials 
about the proper name for the park which is variously 
referred to, by the unknowing apparently, as Central Park, 
Bartlet Park, Whittier Park, Punchard Park and the town 


park. Confronted by an array of confusing responses, this 
newspaper proposed at Founders’ Day time, 1965, that it 
might be well to name the area for one of the town’s most 
esteemed forefathers, any one. 

It seemed a way to focus attention on at least one of 
the names associated with Andover’s earliest days — a 
way, perhaps, to stimulate a sense of continuing history. 
For the most part, only the oldest of residents share any 
informed pride in the past of a town that dates to the 
period in Colonial development when Massachusetts was 
the frontier. 

When the suggestion stirred neither praise, criticism 
nor action, we fell to referring to the land as Whittier 
Park, partly because it seemed logical (Whittier Street 
terminates there), partly because one printed street map 
shows the name ‘‘Whittier’’ within the park square and 
partly because most of the people who call it anything 
seem to call it Whittier Park. 

We have now been soundly trounced for jumping to con- 
clusions, Furthermore, Miss Goldsmith informs us, tartly, 
that she sees no reason to name the park at all. But if it 
were to be named for anyone, she adds, it should be 
named for John N. Cole, a former Massachusetts legislator 
and publisher of the TOWNSMAN, the man who was far 
sighted enough to push for town acquisition of the onetime 
swamp. Many citizens of his day, to whom the area was 
Richardson Field, ridiculed Cole’s park suggestion, Miss 
Goldsmith recalls. She can speak with authority because 
she worked for the publisher as a one-woman editorial 
staff in the early 1900's. 

Confronted by Miss Goldsmith’s indisputable recollec- 
tion of the past, we defer. Henceforth, the park is The 
Park. 

But we cling to the notion that confusion over the name 
ought to be eliminated for those whose memories are not 
as long as Miss Goldsmith’s. If it is to be The Park, so be 
it. But why not locate a small plaque on the grounds that 
say so? It might even be possible to turn up some bits of 
historical information to include that would give the name 
more meaning.
